Tue . 5 of this country are opposed 
to a protective tariff on barley. Ata meet- 
ing of the manufacturers of lager and other 
malt liquors, held at New York yesterday, 
a report was drawn up and adopted protest- 
ing against the passage of a bill introduced 
into Congress during the last session, which 
provides for a duty of 25 cents per bushel on 
barley imported frqm Canada, instead of a 20 
per cent ad valorem duty as now. The rea- 
sons given why there should be no change 
are set forth in the report as: (1) That the 
proposed tax is a prohibitory one; (2) that 
through it the malt trade in this country 
would become a monopoly; (8) that it would 
make some brewers dishonest, as many 
would substitute some inferior substance 
for malt in manufacturing beer; (4) that 
it would increase the price of beer, and 
would tend to increase the consumption of 
spirituous liquors, thereby increasing the 
number of paupers throughout the country, 
and producing misery in countless homes 
throughout the land, thus seriously affecting 
the National welfare. The barley-growers 
and the temperance people are yet to be 


heard from. 
—— 


ALEXANDER BARLOW and Benjamin Hahn, 
two noted burglars, entered the house of 
Thomas O’Brien, a produce-merchant at 
Syracuse, early yesterday morning with the 
intention of obtaining such money and val- 
uables as they could lay hands on.

Barlow has confessed to his part in the trans- 
action. Hahn, the brutal scoundrel who 
committed the foul deed, was thé recipient 
of many favors at the hands of his victims.

He deplores the frequent commission 
of agrariah outrages, and would, says the 
Times, denounce the agitation but that he 
fears his denunciation would have a result 
directly opposit to that which he wishes 
to bring about.

Ons of the most appalling calamities which 
has been known in the history of the British 
dominions on this continent occurred near 
Stellarton, Nova Scotia, yesterday. By an 
explosion of gas at legst a forty, per- 
haps fifty, coal-miners have been buried 
under heaps of débris, suffocated, and 
burned to a crisp, and mot one of 
their companions survive to tell the story 
of the tatastrophe. Thirty of the unfortu- 
nate victims were married, and in most in- 
stances were the chief supporters of large 
families. The catastrophe has created in- 
tense excitement, and the miners for scores 
of miles around have flocked to the scene of 
the accident to assist in recovering the bodies 
of the unfortunate victims. 


THe Boycott expedition reached its desti- 
nation yesterday unmolested, and will com- 
mence to gather in Mr. Boycott’s harvest.

STELLARTON, N. S., Nov. 13-4 4 m.— 
Everything is in great confusion, and it 
is impessible to get correct informa- 
tion. As far as known, forty-seven 
men and boys were in the bond 
and are supposed to be lost, Thirty-three of 
these were married men, some with large 
familes. Searching parties cannot get in 
very far on account of masses of coal 
blocking up the way in all directions.

immediately south of the Town of New

Theareaof the field 
may beestimated at about thirty-five miles, 
and it extends from a point near Suther- 
land’s River to the Middle River of 
Pictou. From this region comes the 
best bituminous coal, The main seam has 
been worked for several years at the Albion 
mines by the Halifax Coal Company. The 
Acadia seam of Westville is operated by the 
Acadia Company, the only American compa- 
ny working in that region. 
THE FOORD PIT 
is the most important and éxtensive mine 


in ‘the great® coal basin of Fast 
River. It is divided into the north 
and south stopes. The north slope 
extends for about a mile and three-quarters 
from the mouth of the pit and then south 
over a mile. Hence, mostof the men en- 
gaged in the north slope to-day escaped un- 
injured. It was in these same workings, in 
pits now abandoned, that 
THE GREAT FIRE OCCURRED IN 1861. 
At that time it was found necessary to let in 
the waters of the East River to extinguish the 
fire. This, however, is the first serious ex- 
plosion that has taken place in the Foord 
Pit while it has been managed by 
the Halifax Mining Company since they 
obtained the property in 1872. About two 
months ago the workings of oneof the old 
pits were tapped, and the water burst 
through, destroying a large amount of prop- 
erty, but no life, 
JUST ONE MONTH AGO YESTERDAY, 

on the 12th of October, the water broke 
through again in a different quarter, and 
swept down the slope like a torrent, carry- 
ing cars and horses and men before it. On

Congressman. Charles H. Voorhis’s 
defalcation swept tne First National 
and the -Hackensack Savings Bank 
out of existence a year ago. The latter was 
a petty affair compared with the calamity 
which has just been brought to 
light. The deposits did not amount to 
more than $20,000 in Voorhiss’ ease, while in 
Berry’s, over $400,000 are involved, including 
nearly all the available funds of dhe towns- 
people, The fact of the failure was téle- 
graphed you yesterday. Such of 
THE OTHER.

as were visible to-day admitted that they 
were not in the habit of giving more 
than a cursory inspection of what 
was going on. Among these were 


several gentlemen of probity and great 


wealth, and their names caused the 
institutions to be regarded with the 
utmost confidence by the people gen- 
erally, despite the suspicion attaching to 
some of their associates. There was not a 
man, woman, or child in the Town 
of . Hackensack with money to de- 
posit that did not have it intrusted 
to one or the other. One of the Directors, in 
acknowleding this fact this evening added 
that he did not know of 
BUT ONE PERSON IN THE ENTIRE TOWN 

who had a cent deposited in any other bank. 
Trust funds belonging to widows and, 
orphans, the lite savings of the poor 
and the available cash of the well 
to-do were all there. The Bank of Bergen 
County was also the custodian of 
the county and town funds, and 
the funds of the local . churches. 
ministers, lawyers, estates, and associations 
of all kinds. The announcement, there- 
fore, yesterday that both banks 
had closed, came, as one of the 
depositors to-day described it, like a 
clap of thunder from aclear sky. It was not 
believed at first; but, as the facts were grad- 
ually brought to light, indignation of the 
most intense description was aroused, and 
the town was and is still filled: with violent 


denunciations of

and the other officers of the two banks. 

Several of the officers and Directors say 
that, on Tuesday night, at the regular 
weekly Directors’ meeting, when it was 
supposed that $50,000 would enable the Coun- 
ty Bank to continue, ten of them agreed to 
put in $5,000 apiece, and hush up the 
embezzlement, for the honor of Hackensack 
and Bergen County. This seheme was aban- 
doned, however, Thursday at noon, when, 
the Directors claim, it begame ap- 
parent for the first time that no 
such sum would be sufficient for thé pur- 
pose, and then both banks were formally de- 
clared closed. Meantime they con- 
tinued “to receive deposits, and 
several excited gentlemen were 
found in Hackensatk to-day who were 
threatening all sorts of vengeance unless 
they were given back at once the sums they 
had handed in on Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday mornings. This the officers refused 
to do for the present under legal advice.

Scenes and Incidents of the Great Land 
Agitation in the Green Island. 

The powder wagons from Ballincollig Mills are 
now escorted into Cork by a strong party of dra- 
goons, instead of the usual police escort. 

The Kerry Post has been informed that owing 
to the disturbed state of the country several 
leading families are preparing to spend the en- 
suing winter in England or on the Continent. 

Two weeks ago notices were posted up exten- 
sively about Listowel, threatening any person 
with destruction who would purchase the cattle 
which were seized belonging to a tenant named 
Thomas Walsh, on Lord Ormathwaite's property, 
under a writ for rent. The consequence of this 
was that the cattle were knocked down to the 
tenant’s brother for £1 apiece,

All attended and demanded 1 
their rent be settied at the Gov- 
ernment valuation. The tenants re- 
fused tb pay higher than the valuation and left, 
taking with them their rent. It is stated the 
Marquis of Waterford, having several farms va- 
cant, is about to reduce all rents to Griffith's 
valuation. At the Bantry land meeting on the 
2ith, a farmer named Manning, residing at 
Glountbawn, was denounced for taking a farm 
from which another had been evicted, and pay- 
ing a fine of to the tandiori for pos- 
session.

Ex-Gov. Josern E. Brown, of Georgia, is 
a candidate for election to the United States 
Senate to fill out the unexpired term of Gen. 
Gordon, whose place he took last spring by 
appointment from the Governor. Some of 
the Georgia papers revive a pleasant remin- 
iscence connected with Senator Brown’s 
career, and attack or defend him for it, as 
the case may be. The incident referred to 
was his public appearance in the Chicago 
Convention of 1868, when Gen. Grant was 
nominated for the first time, and his an- 
nouncement that he had become converted 
to the doctrines of Republicanism. The files 
of Tun Tame show that Gov. Brown 
made an exceedingly interesting and judi- 
cious speech on that occasion. He was called 
on while the Convention was waiting for a 
committee to report, and spoke for about 
half an hour. While he kept carefully clear 
of gush, he admitted that the position of the 
Republican party was historically and log 
ically the true one, and that of the Demo- 
cratic party fundamentally wrong. He said:

There was no more radical utterance than 
this in the speech. The advance of the 
Southern Democrats in knowledge po- 
litical wisdom is shown in the fact ex- 
cept for the names of parties, there is noth- 
ing in Gov. Brown’s speech of 1868 to which 
the majority of thinking men in Georgia will 
now take exception. 


Mr. E. L. Gopxery, editor of the New 
York Nation, has written a very temperate 
and good-natured article on Libel and Its 
Legal Remedy for the current number of 
the Atlantic Monthly. He believes that the 
idea of the function of the press is vastly dif- 
ferent in England and America from what it 

the Continential countries. The Anglo- 
kon newspapers are to some ex- 
tent custodians of public. morals. They 
are charged with the duty. of watching 
public servants, and calling those who are 
derelict to account. “The only really effi- 
cient examination of the character of candi- 
dates for office,” says Mr. Godkin, “is made 
by the press, and the most powerful check, 
though not by any means the only one, on 
official misconduct is the inquisitiveness and 
railing of the newspapers.“ Thousands if 
not millions of good men sleep more com- 
fortably because they think the newspapers 
are looking after the bad men, or at all 
events after the men they themselves do not 
like.” Hence, the tendency of juries con- 
stantly is to scrutinize more carefully alle 
gations of libel, the presumption being that 
the motives of the press are pure and its 
work good. Mr. Godkin believes the great 
power lodged in the hands of editors is exer- 
cised with more moderation and discretion 
than might be expected. It would not be 
safe, he says, to judge of the abuses of it by 
the number of complaints lodged with éhe 
courts, or the suits begun: “A very large 
number of these suits are brought by persons 
who have not the least intention of pushing 
them to trial, and this not because they 
shrink from publicity, but because they kno 
that judicial inquiry would leave them worse. 
off than ever. The commencement of the 
suit is intended to produce the impression 
that there exists a complete answer to the 
charge, which the indignant plaintiff will 
lay before the public at the proper time, but 
he really does not believe that the proper 
time will ever arrive.“ Persons who have 
had experience either in bringing or defend- 
ing libel suits will bear witness to the truth 
of this statement. 


THE CHINESE FORGERY INFAMY. 

There is no partisan purpose now in keep- 
ing up a fire upon the Democratic party. The 
battle has been fought and the victory won. 
The Democratic leadership is in a comatose 
condition. It is even doubtful whether life 
enough can ever be infused into rgani- 
zation to enable it to make another paign. 
Hence mere party prejudice would neither 
suggest nor justify continued abuse of the 
Democratic methods. But public morals and 
political decency require that the infamous 
proceedings in the Morey forgery case should 
be exposed and denounced in such manner as 
to arouse the resentment of every honest 
man in the country. If such villainy shall 
pass unscathed, then the future of American 
politics will develop forgers and perjurers 
instead of patriots and statesmen. 

It was evident from the first thatthe Morey 
letter was a forgery. It was pronounced a 
forgery by Gen. Garfield at once. That 
ought to have been sufficient to stamp it as 
such. Aside from this, however, all the cir- 
cumstances ¢onnected with it excited sus- 
picgn. It ted from an obscure news- 
paper wh Rad been seeking notoriety 
through ch sensations, and which was 
controlled by a disreputable gang of fellows 
who were capable of any deception that 
would aid their purpose. No traces could 
be found of the man to whom the letter was 
addressed. The envelope exposed evidences 
of fraud. Erasures were diseovered and 
bogus postal stamps. Still the managers ot 
the Democratic campaign clung tenaciously 
to the forgery, and cireulated it by the thou- 
sands of copies wherever it was calculated to 
injure the Republican candidate. If the 
Democratic Committee was. not a party to 
the forgery from the beginning, it became so 
when it persisted in availing itself of the 
forged letter. All this has been apparent to 
the public for some time. 

But it is now clear from the confessions 
of the two men who were hired to swear to 
the existence of the non-existent Morey that 
some person or persons of authority in the 
Democratic party was deeply involved in the 
conspiracy to establish the genuineness of 
the forged letter. Each of the self-convicted 
perjurers was discovered and coached by a 
Democratic candidate for Presidential Elect- 
or, Both were recelyed at New York at the 
Democratic headquarters. Both were paid 


‘money for their perjury, which the Dem- 


ocratic managers alone among all the parties 
ee were in a position to advance. 

o individual interest prompted and devised 
the scheme of perjury to supplement that of 


forgery. Had such been the case the agents

The public will now look at this case be- 
yond the forged letter, beyond the newspa- 
per office, beyond the man Philp, beyond the 
two perjurers, and beyond the Democratic: 
Electors who coached the villains. Every 
man who has been actively engaged in the 

of the Democratic campaign at 
the New York headquarters, and every man 
at that point who has been persistent in the 
effort to make the forged letter pass for gen- 
uine, will now rest under a taint of suspi- 
cion until the real agency in the case shall 
have been definitly fixed. Mr. Stoughton is 
right when he says that the people must look 
for the author of the plot higher in the roll 
of infamy and higher in the esteem of the 
Democratic party than those persons who 
wrote the forged letter or those who have 
backed it up by false swearing. It may be 
that these men will never be arraigned in the 
Criminal Court for their villainy, but they 
are already arraigned before the country, 
and they can never escape the punishment of 
public contempt. 

There is still another phase to this villain- 
ous conspiracy. The Democratic party asa 
whole must bear a large share of the respon- 
sibility for the forgery and the perjury. The 
men who engaged in it were acting as che 
advisers, attorneys, agents, and managers of 
the party campaign. The fruits of the con- 
spiracy were accep by the newspapers 
and public speakers passed as exponents 
of the Democratic party: And to-day, when 
the evidences of forgery and perjury are 
overwhelming, there isno sign of repudia- 
tion or disapproval from the recognized au- 
thorities among the Democrats. None of: 
their public men and none of their leading 
organs are demanding that the head devils of 


‘the conspiracy be exposed and punished; 


none of them lament that such desperate 
and unscrupulous efforts should have been 
made in behalf of Democratic success. There 
is no evidence anywhere that the Democratic 
politicians would not again avail themselves 
of a like villainy for party purpose,. All this 
goes to show that the Democratic party, as a 
political organization, has no higher mission 
in life than the possession of spoils, and that 
its leaders are willing to take up with any 
fraud, deception,. siander, forgery, or per- 
jury which is designed to assist them in this 
groveling purpose. 
ABOUT CABINETS. 

Forming à Cabinet for President Garfield 
this, for the next four months, will be the 
pleasing but anxious occupation of politicians. 
There is not in the whole country, probably, 
a prominent’ Republican who doubts his 
ability to name a suitable, strong, popular 
Cabinet for the President-elect. And yet it 
will be admitted by all of them that there is 
not one among them better equipped for the 
duty of selecting a Cabinet by acquaintance 
with public men and knowledge of public 
affairs than the man for whom they propose 
to choose consiitutional advisers. Why not 
let Gen. Garfield alone, then? The adage 
that in a mulzitude of counselors there is 


wisdom,” has nO'appliration to the case in | 


hand, because it presupposes them to be 
actuated by a single devotion to the highest 
interests of the person advised, whereas 
each one of the multitude of Cabinet-makers 
represents the aspirations of a self-seeking 
individual. It may be admitted that the 
officious Cabinet-maker might, if disinterest- 
ed, select an excellent Board of Presidential 
ad visers, but as he seeks only to name one 
member of the Board and his fellows seek to 
name other members, the whole batch of 
intermeddlers are likely to make a mosaic of 
very inharmonious qualities and colors. 

It may be and will be said that it is neces- 
saryin the formation of a Cabinet to have 
represented therein ail shades of party opin- 
ion, and all factional divisions. There is only 
a grain of truth in this proposition. It is 

iser, from a party standpoint, to ignore 
action than to foster it. The President is 
bound to acknowledge his party fealty in the 
selection of his advisers, because by this 
course only can he hope to establish as the 
policy of the Government the policy of his 
party, to which he is committed and pre- 
sumed to be devoted. But beyond this he 
should not be required to go. He should not 
be required to take into consideration the 
strifes and bitternesses of factional disputes 
within the party, because that would be in- 
consistent with the proper discharge of the 
duties of his office as President of the whole 
country.

WHAT 

The New York Nation, in an article writ- 
ten on the eve of the election, and before its 
results were known, counseled the South 
upon ite duties, and by way of reference to 
tne future pointed out what it should have 
done during the past ten years.

These generalities are well enough in their 
way, but there are other practical considera- 
tions which the South, will have to attend to 
before it canovercome Northern prejudice, 
or secure any place in the administration of 
the Government. It must first of all re 
nounce the dogma of State-sovereignity, 
with its implied right of secession at pleas- 
ure, and acknowledge that this country is a 
Nation, with National rights and laws that 
must be obeyed, It must cease demanding 
legislation that is for the exclusive benefit of 
the South. It must respect and obey the 
constitutional amendments, and secure 
every citizen in the enjoyment of his consti- 
tutional privileges: Free speech, free 
schools, free opinion, and a free 
press must be respected. Free elec- 
tions must be guaranteed, and 
every man must be allowed to go to the 
polls and deposit his vate without inter- 
ference and without intimidation, and have 
his vote honestly counted. Bulldozing, 
ostracism, and terrorism must cease. It 
must abandon the hopeless belief that its 
claims will ever be allowed. It must 
guarantee honest elections. So long as it 
tolerates such infamous frauds as wereper- 
petratedin Virginia, South Carolina, and 
Mississippi on Tuesday last, just so long 
will it find itself confronted by a Solid 
North, and not only that, but every Repre- 
sentative elected by such corrupt methods 
will find the door of Congress shut in his 
face.

The future of the South rests chiefly with 
itself. If ut retains its present attitude it 
will never secure any influence in the Nation- 
al politics or any share of the National 
power. The great North is just as ready as 
ever to meet the South half-way when the 
South gives any assurance that she is ready 
to join with the North in advancing the in- 
terests of the whole country and not of her 
own section alone; that she is ready to guar- 
antee honest elections, and give every one of 
her citizens his rights under the Constitu- 
tion; that she will cut loose from the domi- 
nation of Confedérate leaders; that she 
will abandon State-sovereignty and cease 
her present methods of force and 
brutality. When that time comes, she will 
find the North ready to meet her, even more 
than half-way, and until that time comes she 
will find that she is without influence in the 
administration of the Government, and that 
she will have no more say on public ques- 
tions during the next four years tharf she has 
had during the last four,—and notso much, 
since those of her pretended representatives 
who have been elected by fraud will never 
be allowed to tuke their seats. 
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PROPOSED SALE OF THE LAKE-FRONT. 
In Tun Trisune of yesterday were pub- 
lished the outlines of an agreement by the 
lilinois Central and two other railroads to 
pay to the City of Chicago $800,000 for a quit- 
claim deed, by metes and bounds, for the 
land embraced within the three blocks 
bounded by Randolph and Monroe streets, 
Michigan avenue and the [llintdis Central 
track. This sum of money is to be paid to 
the city subject to any reimbursement to the 
persons interested of the expenditures. by 
them in litigation on this subject. This ar- 
rangement is further subject to the approval 
of the Common Council, and to a confirma- 
tion by an act of Congress. so far as the 
General Government may haveclaim of title. 
We think the arrangement is an eminently 
desirable one, not only to the city, but also to 
the property-owners who have so long fool- 
ishiy resisted any transfer of this land for 
any purpose other than a public park. Ever 
since the fire the property on that part of 
Michigan avenue has lost all value for resi- 
dence purposes, and has remained in a most 
wretched and dilapidated condition. It has 
becéme an eyesore to the city. Owing to the 
uncertainty as to the future disposition or oc- 
cupation of the part of the Lake-Front oppo- 
sit, the property on the west side of Michigan 
avenue for many blecks south has remained 
animproved and in the unsightly condition 
in which it was left by the fire. 3 
One of the conditions of the sale, of course, 
requires that there shall be a suitable pas- 
senger depot, with accommodations for four 
of the great railroad lines of this city, and 
of an architectural design and building ma- 
terials worthy of the city and of the corpo- 
rations. The construction of such an ex- 
tensive and ornamental improvement on the 
barren site now abandoned to itinerant 
shows, base-ball games, and other like per- 
formances, will, of course, give a value 
for business purposes to the property 
on the west side of the avenue, and 
will lead to the rapid building on 
that land of warehouses and storés. The 
city will be greatly benefited by the removal 
of what are now unsightly piles of ruins, 
the débris of the fire, aud by the ban- 
ishment of the cireuses and other like 


performances which disfigure the lake side 


of the avenue; and will also be ted in 
its revenues by all this property ming, 
with its costly improvements, tax-produeing. 


‘Tae Tramune has for many years urged 


these considerations upon the property-hold- 
ers, the railway companies, and the city au- 
thorities, as reasons why some such arrange- 
ment as is now proposed should be made.

How much, and to whom? The litigation in 
the matter consisted of filing a bill in 
chancery in the name of the United States, 
to restrain the city from dotng what it 1s now 
proposed the city shall do. The case was 
argued, and an injunction issued, and there 
the litigation has rested ever since. There 
inay have been some other abortive litigation, 
the cost of which, with the eost of that in 
the United States Court, cannot have 
amounted to any very great sum. 
All claim for damages* by ¢he property- 
owners is abandoned, as their property is 
perpetually damaged by maintaining the in- 
junction and will be immensely benefited by 
dissolving it, and compensation is only 
claimed for actual outlays. We see it 
stated that the sum to be paid may reach as 
high as $75,000 or $80,000, and such a claim 
is evidently absurdly excessive. At all 
events, the City Council should not agree to 
pay any undefined sum; nor should it agree 
to pay any sum whatever except on a bill of 
items showing the actual fact of cost and 
expenditure. We think this should be paid, 
but a just claim should not be made avehicle 
for carrying any simulated claim for con- 
structive or imaginary expenditures or costs. 
If the Council will take the proper means of 
protecting the fund to be paid the city against 
unjust depletion or confiscation in the process 
of payment, it is to be hoped the contract or 
bargain for the sale of this property will be 
completed without hesitation or delay. ) 
—̃—— 
Tue New Tork Herald has begun a war 
on the Gas Trust, of Philadelphia. Some 
very pretty revelations have already been 
made. The Gas Trust is the closest corpo- 
ration in America. Though it came into ex- 
istence through the action of the City Coun- 
cils, which guaranteed the gas bonds in | 
much the same manner as the General Goy- | 
ernment did the Pacific Railroad bonds, no 
regular accountings are required of the | 
Trustees. A sinking fund provided for by | 
oid legislation is the source of much of the 
power and profit of the Trustees. Accord- 
ing to the best calculations, a surplus ofa 
million and a quarter remains constantly in 
this fund. Somebody of course draws inter- 
est on the money, but the city does not get a 
penny of it. The price of coal is another 
subject of investigation. The principal item 
in the cost of the manufacture of gas is the 
outlay for coal. But the Trustees do not 
say in their annual reports what they pay 
for coal, or how much of it they buy, or what 
they do with the products other than gas. 
The whole accountis put in one brief and 
comprehensive item thus: 


For works, mains, services, repairs, 
coal, salaries, wages, and expenses. . . $2,675,555 


An Inadvertent statement of the Chief- 
Engineer, in another part of the report, 
shows that 247,989 tons of Goal of 2,000 pounds | 
each were consumed in 1879, and still further 
on, in quite a different connection, the same 
officer states that the cost of coal for the year 
was $1,312,471. So the average cost per ton 
was $5.29. But the market rate, paid in the 
same year by public charities subject to su- 
pervision, was $3.99. The correspondent 
does not pretend to say who pocketed the 
difference of $1.30 per ton, but it is obvious 
there must have been some addition, di- 
vision, and silence” used in the disposal 
of the profits.on this single transaction. 
In like manner, one firm has secured the 
monopoly of the coal-tar and ammonia yield- 
ed by the works; and this man has been 80 
sutcessful that he has become the only manu- 
facturer of ammonia in Philadelphia, though 
he has put machinery worth $20,000 in the 
gas-works, and draws off the products by a 
pipe-line to his refinery. The Gas Trustees 
and the dealers are as silent as the grave in 
regard to the price .obtained for coke, and 
the disposition of the money obtained from 
its sale. There is plainly a great oppor- 
tunity-for leakage at this point. The Gas 
Trust will be open to investigation in 1885, 
and it might be made .so now by the pur- 
chase of about $175,000 of outstanding bonds, 
The Philadelphia papers take hold of the 
subject in a gingerly way. But something 
important may yet come of the present agita- 
tion. Outside of Philadelphia the common 
opinion freely expressed is that the Gas 
Trust is rotten all through, and ought to be 
examined and purified. 


“A POLITICAL party should be known by 
its principles and measures, and not by its 
name,” oracularly remarls Mr. Goudy, of Chi- 
cago.

In 
1797 the Legisiature passed an act wherein it is 
provided that every voter shail openly and in 
full view deliver bis or ber ballot, and under 
these laws wemen voted, The Oonstitution of 


1844 confers the ballot upon every white male 


citizen 21 years of age who has been for one year 
a resident of the State and of the county for 
five months. It excepts paupers, idiots. insane 
persons, and criminals, But it does not say that 
my sex shall not vote; nor does the Constitution 
of the United States. In closing my argument I 
said that the Constitution does not disfranchise 
the women of New Jersey, and that the arbitrary 
act of the Legisiature, whick is claimed to dis- 
quality women from voting, is vaconstitutional. 

At this point Mr. Cornelius S8. Cooper, the 
Democratic State Senuter, seeing his brother 
Democrat pushed to the wall, called out. Pray 
proceed with the voting; we have wasted time 
enough over this small matter.’

who had not paid his respects by cable to the 
coming Executive, while from local office- 
holders rather high up on the rounds of the 
political ladder there were messages 80 
numerous as almost to defy th® counting. 
The dispatches rarely denoted the official 
character of the senders, but a little penetra- 
tion and inquiry would often reveal that 
Messrs. So-and-So had axes to grind, and 
hoped to obtain Gen. Garfield’s aid in keep- 
ing them sharp.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 12.— The following 
is a complete and accurate listof the mem- 
bers of the Thirty-second General Assembly, 
which will convene in this city at noon on 
Jan., 3, 1881.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov, 12—The State | 


next week, as returns are lacking for seven 
counties on President and thirteen»n State 
officers. Among the delinquents is Cook 
County, which is usually the last one heard 
from. The constitutional amendment 
is unqu adopted, and. Coun- 
ty Clerks and County Treasurers may 
breathe easier, being continned in 
oftice thereby a year longer. Official returns 
of the vote on the amendment have been re- 
ceived from all but Cock, Carroll, and Lee 
Counties, and show a total of 292,590 votes in 
its favor. The total yote of the State will not 
exceed 622,000 at a liberal estimate, so that 
the amendment is adopted if it receives over 
811,000 votes. As Cook County alone cast 
more than the 20,000 votes in favor of the 
amendment needed, there can be no uncer- 
tainty about its adoption, no matter what the 
vote of Carroll and Lee may be. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 
THE OFFICIAL FIGURES.

HARRISBURG, Pa., Nov. 12.—The official 
vote of this State gives Garfield a plurality 
of 37,276 and a majority of 14,@25. The total 
vote is 874,783, against 758,998 in 1876. Fol- 
lowing is the vote for President: Garfield, 
444,704; Hancock, 407,428; Weaver, 20,668; 
Dow, 1,939; Phelps, 44. John A. Lemon, 
Republican candidate for Auditor-General, 
has 36,599 plurality, and Henry Greene, Re- 
publican, for Judge of the Supreme Court, 
35,050, Dauphin, the home of Senator Cam- 
eron, is the only Kepublican county that 
gives a decreased Republican majority.

THE “FRAUD” HOWL. 
SOUTHERN POLITICIANS INDIGNANT AT THE 
PROPOSITION TO ‘*COUNT OUT” GARFIELD. 
By telegraph to the New York Herd. 
Ricumonp, Va., Nov. 10.—Considerable 
indignation exists here over the report tele-

The Battle, and How It Was 
Won. 


Effect of the Chinese Letter — Han- 
cock or Tilden—John Kelly. 


The Policy of the Administration—Gen, 
Garfleld's Cabinet. 


Emery A. Storrs, Stalwart of the Stalwarts, 
returned from his prolonged campaigning tour 
down ast last evening, and when seen by a 
TRIBUNE representative an hour or so after he 
had shakenthe dustfrom his garments, and 
once more sat under his own cheerful library 
drop-ligut, was as cheery and as smiling as eyer, 
and as submissive as ever to the request for an 
interview. The preliminary jubilations over, 
the brilliant orator referred with evident grati- 
fication as well as gratitude to the generous re- 
ceptions de had met within his journeyings to 
and froin the East, dwelling upon his pleasant 
experiences with the far-downers in a way 
which indicated that they would live in his mem- 
ory long after the campaign ot 1880 had been 


generally forgotten. 

“ Take it altogether,” said he, “I have never 
had so satisfactory a campaign tour in my life. 
I never have seen so much zeal, so much earn- 
estness, or such unanimity of sentiment, unless 
it was in the campaign of 1864. The old Liberals 
and Independents who believed it was prudont 
to trade with the South, and thought that if the 
troops were withdrawn they would deal fairly 
with the negro and the carpet-bagger, frankly 
confessed themselves mistaken as to a matter of 
fact, and I found them all back in the ranks, 
more stalwart that I am, it that’s possible. They 
discovered that the mistake which the South has 
continually been making—and when I say the 
South I mean the Southern Brigadiers—is that 
on every occasion when we have been magnani- 
mous, they have mistaken it and supposed that 
we were pusillanimous. Having been fooled 
twice, they had nosortof ideaof being fooled

Contemplating the results, Mr. Storrs, what,

“ The result cannot be attributed to any one 
cause. While that, in my judgment, is entirely 
true, it is idle to say that what is popularly 
known as the bloody shirt’ cut no figure in 
the campaign. Understanding thé ‘ bloody 
shirt to mean a free ballot and a fair count of 
the ballot as cast, the enforcement of the con- 
stitutional amendments which guarantee both 
of these, and the putting down of all fraud, and 
terrorism, and violence at the polls, I can say 
that it formed the staple of the campaign, an

CONGREGATIONALISTS. 


The National Triennial Council at St. 
Louis. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Nov. 12.—At the morning 
session of the National Triennial Council of 
Congregationalists Prof. Hiram Mead, of 
Oberlin College, delivered a very: long ad- 
dress on The Expediency of Formulating a 
New Symbol of Faith for Congregational 
Churches.“ He was two hours in 
delivering his address, and treated the 
subject in the most exhaustive man- 
ner. He reached the conclusion 
that one of the following alternatives must 
be adopted: Either that the old statementof 
belief should be modified and made to con- 
form to the light of the present age, or that 
an entire new statement should be formu- 
lated, or that all statements should be abol- 
ished. He made a strong defense of the 
right of the Council to deal with the ques- 
tion by itself or through a committee, and 
closed with a powerful demand that this 
Council take time enough and manifest de- 
termination enough to give the churches 
such an expression of the S bellef ot 
its order as should be a de to the minis- 
ters, the church, and the individual member. 
The Professor was listened to with marked 
attention throughout, and, on concluding. his 
address and several memorials on the same 
question were referred to a committee of 
seven. 

At the afternoon session a majority and 
minority report on the parish system was 
discussed at length, and at times with con- 
siderable feeling. 

The majority report favored the retention 
of the parish system, while the minority re- 
port * it. 

The discussion was finally brought to a 
close by the reference of the whole subject 
to a committee. The East favored and the 
West opposed the system. 

The Rev. Dr. Hanney, delegate from En- 
gland, was received, and met a warm recep- 
tion.

ADVANCE IN GRAIN RATES. 
As usual Tue Trisune was correct in its 


| prediction that the Eastern lines would ad- 


vance grain rates on the 22d of this month. 
The General Managers and the General 
Freight Agents of the roads in the Eastern 
combination received the following: dispatch 
from Commissioner Fink yesterday: 

In accordance with the affirmative vote of 
the Joint Executive Committee the following 
rates will take effect Nov. 22, on the basis of 
Chicago to New York: Seventh class, 40cents; 


eighth class, 35 cents—per 100 pounds.” 

The seventh class contains provisions and 
the eighth class grain. The provision rates 
were advanced to 40 cents Nov. 1. The ship- 
pers of provisions were greatly exasperated 
because the grain rates were not advanced 
at the same time, as the difference between 
grain and provision rates is usually but five 
cents. Now that au advance in grain rates 
of five cents has also been ordered, to take 
effect Nov. 22, the provision shippers will 
have no longer any cause of complaint on ac- 
count of the difference between the rates of 
the two classes. At the time the advance in 
provisions rates was made the grain business 
was such that an advance at that time would 
have greatly injured the roads running east 
from this city. Navigation was then still in 
full blast and lake rates low, and, con- 
sequently, most of the grain took this route. 
Since then business has greatly improved 
and navigation is rapidly drawing to a close, 
and consequently the.railroads can better af- 
ford to make the advance. Still an advance 
would probably not have been made until 
Dec. 1 but for the reason that, owing to the 
increase in business during the last week, 

running East from Chicago ran 
short of cars. Not that the capacity of these 
roads is insuffielent for taking care of all the 
business that offers. Their capacity is sut- 
ficient to carry more than twice that much, 
and during some weeks last winter they car- 
ried three times the amount. But during

THE RAILROAD WAR, 

The war on passenger rates between the 
Western lines is still being carried on with 
vigor and determination. No changes in 
rates, however, were made yesterday, they 
being already as low by the Wabash and 
Alton as they can possibly be made. The 
Burlington and Rock Island Roads still main- 
tain their rates to all points except Kansas 
City, to which point they sell limited tickets 


and that they will not participate in any of 
the reductions made by the Western lines. It 
is claimed, however, that one or two of the 
Chicago Eastern roads do prorate with the 
Aiton to Eastern points. 1 

That the roads East from St. Louis partici- 
pate in the cut is best shown by the fact that 
the Missouri Pacific is meeting the low rates 
made to Eastern points by the Alton, and it 
could not do this without the participation 
of some of the Eastern lines. The Alton, of 
course, has a good Eastern outlet by way of 
Bloomington and the Lake Erie & Western, 
but the officials of this road claim that they 
are also sending business by way of the di- 
rect routes from St. Louis. 

A dispatch from New York. published yes- 
terday says that a possible solution of the 
existing differences in the Western railroads 
was suggested bya railroad officer. In the 
pool agreement between the Lilinois Central 
and Chicago & Alton the former had not done 
its allotted share of the business, and the dif- 
terence had been paid, it is said, by the Al- 
ton Company. The Illinois Central for the 
sake of harmony may consent to accept its 
actual percentage of the St. Louis traffic.

TEARFUL MR. BUGBEE. 
HE IS HELD TO ANSWER. 

The case of J. W. Bugbee, late manager of 
the recently defunct Ladies Produce Exchange, 
from whose patrons he is charged with em- 
bezzling sundry sums of monty. came up for a 
further hearing yesterday afternoen before 
Justice Prindiville, where the defendant was 
placed upon the stand in his own behalt. 

He stated that he was proprietor of the Ladies’ 
Exchange, which was an office ih which he con- 
ducted the business of dealer in grein for him- 
self and such others as chose to pay him 
a commission of * per cent, or $1.25 per $1,000. 
He denied ever baving acted as a broker for Mrs. 
Webster (the principal prosecuting witness) or 
any other of the ladies who atteuded the Ex- 
change. He bad had several deals with Mrs. 
Webster which were not closed. There were 
long contracts which she had closed when she 
beta profit, and there were some short contracts 
still standing against her which showed a ioss. 
He was in the habit of dealimg outside for his 
own benefit. If his customers bought long from 
him he sold short outside, and vice versa, go that 
when his customers lost be got their margins. 
He never dealt outside for Mrs. Webster, and 
his dealings with her were simply transactions 
between two individuals each engaged in the 
same busivess. 

Incross examination the witness acknowledged 
that he kept no proper records of the business 
he transacted with the members of the Ex- 
change. He took memorandums, but kept nei- 
ther cash - book, day- book, nor ledger. 

Counsel for the prosecution asked the witness 
whether be had not run away from Indianapolis 
to avoid a writ for his arrest, but the question 
was objected to. He denied ever having been 
convicted af forgery; also that he had cver 
told the ladies that he had made big 
losses and would wot be able to pay them. 
He simply told them that the market had 

one against him, and that he could not settle 

ust then. The per cent alluded to was not a 
margin put up with him as a broker; it was a 
sum of money paid bim for his trouble and for 
the expenses of running the room. This was his 
money when he got it, and be used it all in his 
own private speculations. He had a perfect 
right to do what he liked with it. 

A number of contracts with Mr. Webster were 

producea, some of which were for buying and 
others for selling wheat. These were signed. for 
Mr. Webster by the defendant, who stated that 
she had given him authority to do so. 
Mrs. Webster was placed on the stand, and de- 
nied that she had authorized the defendant to 
sign her name to orders. In the cross-examina- 
tion this old lady showed a lamentable lack of 
knowledge in the business she had been recent- 
ly engaged in, and when defendant's lawyer del- 
uged her with a particulariy-heavy flood of 
Board otf Trade vernacular, her bewilderment 
was painfulin the extreme, Still, she remem- 
bered that when she went to Mr. Bugbee and 
asked him to close up the deals on which she had 
made a profit he scolded her, and told her not 
to bother him, and so put ber off until the grand 
crash came, which h involved almost all the 
lady speculators. 

This closed the case, and after counsel had 
argued the case the Court rendered a decision 
adverse tothe defendant, whom he held to an- 
swer in bonds of $200. The bond was signed by 
Mr. Wade Abbott. 
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THE BURSTED COOKER, 
THE CORONER'S INVESTIGATION 

into the causes of the explosion of the cooker in 
the Garden City Distillery on the 14th of Octo- 
ber last was concluded yesterday afternoon at 
206 Canalport avenue. But two witnesses were 
examined. There were present several police- 
men to protect Henry Zum Felde, against whom 
violence had been threatened by the friends of 
the victims of the disaster. 

Zum Felde was sworn. He is the man who 
conducted the process of cooking the grain, and 
is the yeast-maker of the Garden City Distillery. 
He came to Mr. Powell on the 26th of June last 
from Milwaukee, where he had been running 
two distilleries. He said that he told Mr. Powell 
he could produce one gallon of whisky more to 
the bushel if he had a cooking apparatus for 
cooking the grain. He expiained the operation 
to Mr. Powell. If they sculded the meal in the 
mash-tubs under the old process, they could 
only get a temperature of 212 on the tubs, and 
the chemical tests showed that by 212 degrees 
the starch of thé corn would only develop to 75 
or80 per cent. There was no starch whatever 
which was not developed but that could 
be converted into saccharine matter. 
By the cooking apparatus they could 
develop starch to #¥ per cent. Consequently, the 
higher yieid of spirits through the conversion of 
saccharine matter. He adduced testimony to 
Mr. Powell from Germany in regard to this 
process and its success there, which convinced 
him of the advantages it possessed, and Mr. 
Powell went to the boiler-makers and ordered a 
cooker. The cooking process was used success- 
fully in every distillery in Germany, and he 
never heard of a cooker exploding. He de- 
scribed the tank as twenty feot high and six 
feet in diameter, with two cone bottoms. He 
drew a draft of the cooker as it stood before the 
explosion, with its valves, outict-pipes, ete. 
There was no safety-valve attached, or an es- 
cape- pipe, but a good steam-gauge, which was 
the best in the house. The cooker had been in 
pose some six weeks or two months before 
texploded. It was desirable to have a certain 
amount of pressure in order to make a succese- 
ful mash. He supervised the puttmg-up of 
the machinery. He instructed the foreman and 
the engineer how to runit. It was not his busi- 
ness to do anything but the technical work in 
the distillery. The cooker worked well, and was 
blown out tirst with fifteen pounds steam press- 
ure. Thursday afternoon, the 13th of October, 
was the first time that they used whole corn.

ROLLER-SKATING. 
SOME OF ITS INTRICACIES. 

Much discussion having arisen of late over the 
respective merits of ice and roller skates, and 
the technical differences in scientific locomo- 
tion upon them, a reporter visited the rink last 
evenjng and noted the following movements, 
now popular among amateurs of this city: 

The Start.—The simplieity and grace of this 
movement bas won forit a bigh place in the 
esteem of new beginners, both lady and gentic- 
man. Itis best executed in one time and three 
motions, as follows: 1. Having toddled to the 
gate opening on the floor, grasp the rail con- 
vuisively with both hands, lean back, look 
around to see if folks are observing, and smile 
tranqguilly to assure them it is ail right. 2. 
Strike out boldly with the right foot to the right, 
then with the left foot to the left: incline the 
body once violently forward and twice vio- 
lently back; throw up both arms in shape of V. 
and assume an expression that something has 
gone wrong. 3. Sitdown. [Note: Extreme rapidity 
in this last mouon is considered ita chief merit, 
and it rarely fails to attract attention. In case 
of a lady, she should simultaneously observe 
“Oh my! The correct position of the body in 
the act of completing the third motion is <— 
immediately after completion, L. 

The Plain Fall.—This movement is not at all 
difficult, and, when well executed, shows off the 
figure to advantage. It is made from a rest, in 
one time and two motions. I. Turn the bead 
suddenly to the right or left, as if to look at 
some skater nearly in the rear, slide both feet 
forward together, and throw up the hands. 2. 
Sit down. 

The Fancy Fa'l.—Ia one time and three mo- 
tions. 1. Throw the body suddenly back at an 
angie of 45 deg., throw the left hand behind as if 
to place a cushion, and elevate the right arm. 
2. Kick out the right leg borizontally, turn balf 
round, and wave both arms in excited circles, 
Z. Lie down. [To make this movement effect- 
ive, the time consumed altogether should 
not be more than one and one-half 
seconds, The“Fancy Fall” can be executed 
either from motion or Great strength of 
facial expression, Wer with the rapid utter- 
ance of any ejaculation comes ., sets 
off this movement grea 

The Spaamodic Glide. — 


1. movement is most 
effective when the skater wears a plug hat and 
an expression of great anxiety. It consists of 
two motions, regularly alternated, now and then 
varied by either the Plain or Fancy Fall, or by 
the Dou Extra Full, afterwards to be ex- 
plained, thus: 1. Strike out alternately with the 
right and left foot, as though stumbiing over 
cobblestones im the dark; incline the body weli 
forward, as though afflicted with violent cramp, 
and gesticulate wildly with each motion. 2. Ac- 
quiring sufficient momentum, bring both fect 
together, and slide along eight or ten feet in an 
erect position, mop the face diligently, and 
smile all around.

Lurch violently 
to left and kick out the right leg, throwing one 
arm tc the front and the other to the rear, re- 
taining the hand of the partner selected. 2. 
After the partner has reclined softiy on the 
back of bis or ber bead. kick both heels up 
behind and throw a forward somerset, landing 
as nearly as possible on the nose. 3. Assume a 
sitting posture, feel thonghtfuily of the nose, 
recover the hat, help the partner up, and sud- 
denly lie down again.

STATE BUSLNESS. 


Payment of KBonds—Bieunial Report 
of the State Treasurer—Pardon of a 
Conviet. | 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 12.—Gov. Cullom 
to-day issued his proclamation calling in for 
payment Jan. 1, 1881, the balance of the State 
debt outstanding, amounting to $257,459.11. 

The money to pay these bonds is already on 

hand, so that Lilinois is now virtually one of 

the few States of the Union that is free from 
debt. It is not probable that all 
the bonds will be surrendered for 


a year yet, as some are held abroad, but 
interest will cease on Jan. 1. 

The biennial report of Gen. J. C. Smith, 
State Treasurer, covering the two years end- 
ing Nov. 1, has been presented to the Gov- 
ernor. It shows that the receipts of the 
Treasury from all sources during that period 
were $8,475,149.09, making, with the amount 
on hand Oct. 1, 1878, $11,064,542.58. The dis- 
bursements were $8,595,935.69, 
balance Oct. 1 last of $2,468,606,89, of which 
$1,433,611.74 belong to the General Revenue 
Fund, $316,902.22 to the State School Fund, 
$898,001.61 to the LIllinois Central Kail 
road Fund, and $494,319.55 to the 
Local Bond Funds. The Treasurer estimates 
that, after paying the outstanding bonds 
called in by the Governor’s proclamation, 
there will remain nearly $100,000 in the IIIi- 
nois Central Railroad Fund, which, under 
the Constitution, will be applicable to the 

ayment of the ordinary expenses of the 
state Government. The report contains a 
. of the ss earnings of the IIIi- 
is Central from March 24, 1855, to April 30 
1880, showing that that Company has paid 
$8,404,656.19 inte the State Treasury during 
the period named.

In one Sense it ig most fortunate that this is 
so with the chief food of man, for, sow it 
how he may, some amount of crop will still 
result. In another sense, however, this prop- 
erty of producing something of a crop under 
an almost infinit variation of soils, methods, 
and times of sowing has been a direct bar to 
pmprovemens, because, until now, not 

utely necessary or pressing. 

The practical juestion is simply, What 
does the ear of Wheat as now grown contam 
on the average, and what might it contain 
The first part of this question admits of an 
easy solution. In a bushel of ordinary Wheat 
there are some 700,000 grains, or in a crop of 
forty bushels 28,000,000, which upon the num- 
ber of ears produced, per acre (see table) 
gives about twenty-two grains as the average 
contents of the present year. 

“Oh, but,” exclaims our critic, that 
won’t do at all; I have seen lots of ears with 
fifty, or sixty, or more grains.“ 

Very true; but how 
produced?“ | 

“ What can that possibly matter?“ he asks. 

That, however, is just the the very thing 
that does matter, and contains the germ of 
all possible improvement, for we only require 
such ears in genera: as are those occasional 
ones in order to more than double our pres- 
ent 9 ' 

It will be seen by the table that grains 
planted singly in September and nine inches 
apart every way produced as many ears per 
acre as twelve times the number of grains 
sown in the ordinary way. 

Here our critic again strikes in with “ How 
can that be; how cum one grain produce as 
many ears as twelve!“ 

By the process of ‘* tillering” we reply. 
— the exercise of that wonderful power 
which is the great characteristic of all the 
cereals. It may be described as follows: 

A plant of wheat consists of three principal 
parts—viz.: the roots, the stems, and the ears. 
The seed-grain having been planted in a 
proper manner, these are produced thus: 

shortly after the plant appears above ground 

it commences to put forth new and distinct 
stems, upon the first appearance of each of: 
which a corresponding root-bud is developed 
for its support: and while the new stems 
grow out Hat over the surface of the soil, 
their respective roots are correspondingly 
developed beneath it. A plantof wheat has 
been known in this way. to cover in May a 
circle of five feet six inches in diameter, 
measuring fromthe extremities of the op- 
posit leaves as they lay out flat upon the

from ber brain and ran dowu upon ber dress. A 

ightful wound bad been made with the pole of 
an ax ou the back of the head above and behind 
the ear. The skult bad been mashed in where 
the fatal ux bad descended with fatal force. On 
the floor not far away lay three children, his 
own babe and two belonging to Mrs. Stephens, 
all dead except one, which was unconscious and 
will not recover. Twoof them had their heads 
beaten, probably, with the sume’ weapon. The 
living ore had wounds about the face, but the 
kuk do s net seem to be injured. The young 
man immediateiy gave the alarm, and a party 
of porrified neighbors soon gathered at the scene 
of the butchery. ? 

A search of the premises was begun, but noth- 
ing beyond what bas been described Was discov- 
éred in the house. The outbuildings were then 
searched. In a tobscco-bouse,a quarter of a 
mile east of the premises, they found Prank 
Bedenbaugh badiy wounded. He had crated 
into the house through a crack in the wall. His 
throat had been cut from eur to ear. and biood 
oovered the ground for a considerable distance. 
Several wounds, evidently made wit a batebet, 
were on his forebead and face. It is supposed 
the crazed man bad tried to kil) himself with the 
batcbet. and, failing in that, bad used the cer- 
tain and fatal razor. Both weapous were found 
near bim covered with blood. He had on bis 
every-day clothes, and his face and breast were 
covered with bivod. He was able to speak, and 
in reply to a question about where his wife was, 
he designated the place where she could be 
found, and added that be had killed ber. No 
fuether information vould be obtained from 
him. He was taken tothe house, and lived 
until ll o’cloek Sunday morning. 

The terriiied neighbors weut from the bloody 
scene in the tobacco house to a pasture, where 
the faithful wife, intent on family duties, and 
with no thought of danger in her mind, had 
gone to milk only a few hours before. 
night was dark and rainy. The soil bad been 
turned to mud by the heavy rains of the pre- 
vious day. A still more horrible scene was bere 
presented. in the lovely field lay the dead body 
of Mrs. Bedenbaugh, with her throat cut and 
ber bead beaten and partially imbedded in the 
mud. The hatchet and razor had both. been 
used to do their deadly work, and the fair young 
face and furehead were marred and mutilated 
by the cruel biows. This completed. thegfatal 
list. All were accounted for, but all had been 
killed, and the death-roil was complete. 

The exact mannerin Which the killing was 
dove will never be known. Whether the deed 
was the result of a sudden impulse or of a long 
settled intention, cannot be surmised, The 
actions ot the murderer when his brother ieft 
nim in the morning were not unusu aithough 
he complained of not feefing well. ere had 
been no bickering nor jars, and there was no iil- 
feeling between the murderer and the Stephens 
woman. The marks on the face of tey 
Stephens indicate that she had been struck with 
a fist, thus showing that she made a struggle for 
ber life, and the probabilities are that she was 
knocked down by a blow and afterwards struck 
with the ax. Frank Bedenbaugh, the murderer, 
is abo@t Wyears of age. Jasper Bedenbaugh, 
his father, is of German birth, and hasten cuil 
dren. Heisa we'l-to-do farmer, Living about 
four mites south of egg ge he owns a 
farm of s 400 acres. e son, John, is a 
Snloonkeeper in Wheeling. Tite old man 
purchased the farm where Frank lives sev- 
eral years ago and presented it to him, 

Prank was a man of immense physical 
strength, as were the whole family. He was not 
aman of bad disposition, though the family bad 
u reputation as fighters. He was not a hard 
drinking man. Like most people in that neigh- 
borhood be would take a drink. He had been 
slightly deranged, and was taking medicine for 
the malady, but was not regarded as at all dun- 
gerous. He was married only two or three years 

o, and was the father of one child. He was 
also raising the oldest child of Betsy Stephens. 
The family relations of the Bedenbaughs were 
r so far as known, and there could have 

sen no motive for the deed. Elizabeth or Betsy 
Stephens was a somewbat noted character in 
this part of the country. She was about 4 years 
of age, and was very large, weighing 
over 200 pounds. She was se its but 
was the mother of eight or nine ille- 
gitimate children. She was considered a 
rather harmless old body, handy to bave 
around in case of sickness, and made her living 
by going around and doing housework. The 
child which Bedenbaugh had tuken to raise was 
about 10 years old. and bad lived with bim for 
two or three vears. It was to visit this child 
that Betsy and her youngest babe went to 
Bedenbaugh's on Friday evening. Mrs. Beden- 
baugh was a daughter of one John Jeffers, who 
lives near Temperancevilie, and a nieve of Pius 
Jeffers, of Barnesville. Sbe was 22 yeurs of age, 
a lady of excellent family and of amiable dispo- 
sition, and hershort married life had been a 
essen one, so far as is known.

Here may be seen bare- 
Neapolitans wading about ano turning it 
over with shovels; while in the street below, 
strung on ropes and poles, with suflicient space 
between for children and dogs to circulate, is 
the delectable maccaroni getting its finishing 
touches from the flies that abound in swarms. 
It bas been said we are all enti- 
tled to eat a peck of dirt before 
we die; but the thought occurs to me that one 
tond of maccaroni will get mote then bis allow- 
ance. providing he live to a good old age and 
partake liberaily. 

At a short distance from, and higher than, the 
observatory (which has beeu established so long 
as to require no description), we reach the raili- 
way-station,—a substantial building, construct- 
edof blocks of lava squared and set with ma- 
sonry.—in the basement of which is a twenty- 
horse- power engine and boiler for supplying the 
power necessary. The track consists of two raiis 
of the T pattern, firmly secured to timbers 
twelve inches thick and fourteen inches deep, 
set about six feet apart. re are two cars. 
named respectively 

VESUVIUS AND ATNA,— 


one for cach rail,—being constructed with a 
flanged wheel on each end of the cars as car- 
riers, while iron braces projecti rom below, 
and wheels ban horizontally and running 
against the sides of the timber which carries 
the rail, prevent the cars from toppling over. 
Two wire cables, each one and a quarter inches 
in diameter, running over sheaves at the bot- 
tom and top of the incline, carry the cars, which 
are attached exactly equidistant, so that both 
cars start at the same time from bottom and 

and — each other midway. The 
carrying timbers rest on sieepers, which 
are trussed and firinly tilled with 
biocks of lava set in masonry. In case the cable 
should break (which is 4 4 7 the cars 
can be held by a brake, whic simply a vise, 
the jaws of which cover the timber which car- 
ries the rail, and which, by a turn of the lever, is 
effective. Each car bas seating capacity for 
eight passengers. The ascent is for the first 
half at an angle of forty-tive degrees,—the up- 
per half not quite as abrupt. The signal for 
starting is given from either station, top or bot- 
tom, and is passed back and fort by sigualmen 
stationed along the line, by a blast on tin horns.

We found Vesuvius 
breathing heavily; and, discarding such lava as 
was of no further use, obtained specimens of 
molten lava, in which we pressed coins, and, 
after allowing them to cool, took our way 
back, rested a short time at the base of the 
crater, cooked eggs by simply laying them down 
ou the surface of the hot lava at our feet, took 
a farewell look at the city and surroundings, 
and regained the car, returning as we had come, 
and were soon on shipboard,—hayving accom- 
plished the trip to our entire satisfaction, in- 
side of eight hours,

Trinjgy College got its vast estates in Ireland 
from Elizabeth, James, and other English sover- 
eius who were distinguished for their liberulity 
in giving away lands that belonged to other 2 
ple. All these lands have been redeemed from 
sterility by the labor and at the sole eost of the 
tenants. Por two or three centuries Trinity 
College bas done nothing for the people on these 
lands, either as landlords with money or scholars 
with education, excépting to build one-third of 
one school-house, and, last winter, to repair one 
road that runs through their estate. To off- 
set their solitary contribumon to education 
they charge £50 a year for the macy ground-rent 
of gthe convent school in which or 300 of the 
children of their own tenants are taught to read 
by the nuns free of expen Within a year 
Trinity College has refused to abate one shilling 
of this tax on knowledge. Only about twenty 
chitdren atteud the Trinity College school, be- 
cause itis a Protestant school, and nine-tenths 
of the people are Catholics. Trinity College did 
not give a penny to build the convent- school; 
they only refuse to allow the nuns to teach their 
tenants’ children free uniess they pay a tax of 


$250 a year for the right to do 80.
